To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Cornish  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  iu  said  town,  on  the 
Second  Tuesday  ,  being;  the  tenth  day  of  March  next  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
A.  M.,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

First,  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  in  said  mooting. 

Second,  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk. 

Third,  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  Treasurer.  Auditors  and  all  other  nec- 
essary Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Fourth,  To  raise  such  sums  of  mouey  as  may  bo  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensui.ig  year. 

Fifth,  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  maj  be  necessary  to  make  and  re- 
pair highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  determine  whether  the 
same  shall  be  paid  in  money  or  labor. 

Sixth,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  n 
Liquor  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Seventh,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  not  to  de- 
liver the  blank  invoice  bills  until  the  first  of  April,  agreeable  t<»  the  amend- 
ments of  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws. 

Eighth.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  a  hearse,  ami 
raise  money  therefor. 

Ninth,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  fifty  dollars  lor  Decoration  day. 

Tenth,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  old  highway7  lead- 
ing to  the  house  of  Alfred  Fitch,  beginning  at  its  point  of  intersection  with 
the  new  road  and  continuing  to  the  house  of  said  Alfred  Fitch.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


We  have  during  the  year  now  past,  maintained  22  terms  of  school 
m  12  different  houses  aggregating  219  weeks  in  all,  employing  2 
male,  and  11  female  teachers.  Receiving  no  additional  appropria- 
tion for  schools  during  the  past  year,  we  have  been  led  to  econo- 
mise in  every  way  possible  ;  withholding  schools  where,  otherwise, 
they  would  have  been  maintained,  and  paying  no  conveyance  bills 
except  to  keep  nearly  within  legal  requirements.  By  this  economy, 
with  the  aid  of  some  funds  left  over  from  last  year,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  extend  our  winter  term  to  12  weeks  in  each  division,  and 
most  of  them  have  had  that  amount  of  schooling.  It  was  decided 
by  the  board  that  no  division  should  have  but  two  terms  during  the 
year.  The  only  exception  where  there  was  an  excess,  was  in  di- 
vision 3.  A  large  portion  of  the  fund  there  is  received  as  tuition 
from  Plaintield  patrons.  An  earnest  desire  of  theirs  was  expressed 
for  a  third  term.  Had  we  withheld  the  favor,  we  should  not  only 
have  lost  the  tuition  from  their  scholars,  but,  doubtless,  would  have 
had  to  pay  tuition  for  our  own  scholars  attending  in  Plainfield  ;  so 
lor  these  reasons  we  granted  them  a-third  term. 

We  have  established  $l.f>0  per  week  as  a  minimum  price  for 
board,  therefore  any,  boarding  a  teacher  for  less  than  that  rate  will 
be  credited  as  giving  so  much.  We  acknowledge  in  this  way  the 
receipt  of  #4.o0  in  Div,  14,  and  4:  weeks  board  in  Div.  9.  whereby 
thc  schools  were  lengthened  proportionately. 

We  have  endeavsfed  >;>  do  the  best  we  could  under    each    and   all 


the  circumstances  of  the  year  :  and  in  all  our  relations  to  the  schools 
to  lay  aside  all  personal  preferences  and  consult  only  the  highest 
good  of  all  coneerBed.  That  we  have  made  mistakes,  we  do  not 
deny,  but  let  us  ever  remember  it  is  human  to  err  but  it  is  divine  to 
forgive. 

TEACHERS. 

In  the  main  our  teachers  have  given  satisfaction  to  both  employers 
and  patrons,  yet  there  have  been  some  instances  to  the  contrary. 

A  lack  of  thoroughness  in  regard  to  the  proper  strndard  of  good 
recitation  has  been  evident  in  some  schools.  It  is  necessary  in  the 
first  place,  that  a  teacher  have  a  clear  and  intelligent  idea  of  a  sub- 
ject in  all  its  bearings  and  then  be  able,  -when  necessary,  to  convey 
thc  same  to  the  mind  of  the  pupil  with  the  same  clearness.  Ordi- 
narily, this  will  interest,  instruct,  and  advance  the  pupil.  Without 
this  qualification  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  the  pupils  will  spend 
their  school  days  in  half-doing,  in  a  half-knowing,  half-interested 
state  of  mind  that  brings  but  little  profit  for  the  time  thus  spent.  A 
luck  of  completeness  as  to  the  discipline  of  the  school  will  be  the 
natural  concomitant  of  such  conditions.  A  teacher  can  never  make 
a  scccess.  as  such,  without  a  careful  preparation  of  each  lesson  in 
advance  of  its  recitation.  Some  of  our  most  promising  young 
teachers  arc  not.  as  yet.  so  far  in  advauce  of  their  older  pupils  as 
we  could  wish.  We  would  urge  upon  them  the  importance  of  tak- 
ing a  complete  course  at  the  academy  or  Normal  School  and 
thoroughly  fitting  themselves  for  the  great  trust  committed  to  their 
hands. 

While  some  teachers  have  not  been  up  to  our  ideas  of  what  thev 
should  be,  we  would  say  a  iaw  words  to  parents  regarding  them. 
We  believe  that  our  teachers  have  too  little  sympathy  from  the  pa- 
trons of  their  schools,  and  that,  instead  of  manifesting  any  appre- 
ciation or  granting  any  assistance  in  their  trying  duties,  they  are 
too  often  left  to  shape  the  success  of  their  school  as  best  they  can. 
As  a  rule  there  is  no  class  who  make  more  earnest  effort  to  know 
and  do  their  duty  and  make  a  success,  than  do  our  school  teachers. 
and  none  so  little  appreciated  or  assisted  as    thev.      A    greater    por- 
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tion  of  their  energies  are  spent  iu  counteracting  tlie  effects  of  defective,, 
home  training,  for  oi'der  and  obedience  are  necessary  to  the  recep: 
Uou  of  knowledge.  Without  obedience  there  can  be  no  order  ;  with- 
out order  there  can  be  no  attention,  and  without  attention  the  efforts 
of  the  teacher  are  abortive,  no  matter  how  efficient  or  earnest  the 
teachar  may  be.  What  does  it  benefit  if  our  teachers  receive  the 
highest  order  of  education  if  they  must  spend,  their'  time  and  ener- 
gies in  training  their  pupils  to  the  lirst  principles  of  obedience? 
Take  the;  child,  who,  at  home  obeys  only  through  fear  of  the  whip,, 
whose  sensibilities  have  never  been  roused  above  physical  impulses, 
to  apply  the  refining  principles  of  education  to  such  a  mind  is  like 
trying  to  polish  ;i  rough  material  before  smoothing  down  the  coarse 
features.  It  is  because  of  these  conditions  that  our  teachers  •often, 
fail  in  results  ;  they  have  every  qualification  for  success,  were  the 
conditions  favorable.  If  therefore,  we  would  have  our  children  .ter 
ceive  the  full  benefit  of  the  qualifications  and  abilities  of  our  public 
school  teachers  we  should,  as  parents,  do  our  part  in  training  and 
fitting  our  children  to  receive  the  instruction.  Parents,  too,  cannot 
be  too  careful  before  their  children  as  to  their  bearing  towards  a 
teacher  and  their  school.  An  expression,  a  word,  or  even  a  look, 
indicating  the  parents  unfavorable  attitude  toward  a  teacher,  is 
caught,  remembered,  and  magnified  and  oft  repeated  at  school,  and 
thus  are  matters  made  much  worse  than  if  the  parent:  had  seriously 
counseled  good  order  and  obedience. 


TEXT    BOOKS 


Under  the  '"Free  Text  Book  Law"  our  schools  have  been  provid- 
ed with  all  necessary  supplies  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  steps  our  state  has  ever  taken 
for  the  education  of  her  youth.  It  gives  the  poor  an  equal  chance 
with  the  rich.  There  is  no  excuse  for  staying  at  home  because 'il 
have  no  books",  consequently  the  attendance  is1  increased.  Each 
scholar  has  a  book  by  himself  necessary  to* reap  the  best  advantages 
of   school,    instead    of  two    or  three  looking    ovetf  together    as    has 
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often  been  seen  iu  some  of  our  schools,  tempting  whispering  and 
mischief,  we  have  greater  results  better  and  longer  lessons.  It  does 
away  with  the  practice  of  borrowing  and  returning  so  annoying  to 
teacher  and  lender.  It  gives  the  scholar  independence  whereby  he 
learns  to  help  himself.  Some  of  our  books  (Harpers  Geographies) 
ill  Use  the  preceeding  year  were  quite  old  editions  and  the  supply 
quite  limited  therfore  we  believed  it  economy  to  adopt  and  purchase 
a  ttew  and  revised  work  namely  : — Appleton's,  which  we  believe  to 
\>&  best  suited  for  our  schools.  As  we  had  no  standard  history 
-\ve  adopted  and  purchased  Eggleston's  ^U.  S.  histories,  both  the 
above  works  are  largely  in  use  and  of  the  highest  reputation,  also 
purchased  at  reasonable  rates.  The  sum  expended  for  books  may 
stfcth  large  by  some  of  our  citizens,  for  the  first  year,  but  as  wc  are 
j-iow  well  supplied nvirti  satisfactory  text  books  the  expense  for  the 
tie* I  few  years  ueed  be  very  small.  Judging  from  towns  that  have 
ritaed  the  "Free  Text  Book  System"  the  average  cost  per  scholar 
for  five  years  is  little  more  than  the  cost  of  one  geography  at  retail 
i-*tes. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  pupils  for  the  good  care  taken  of  the  books 
ihey  have  used -and  returning  them  promptly  at  the  close  of  school. 
We  give  below  a  list  of  the  text  books  now  used  in  our  town  as 
follows :  New  Franklin's  Headers.  Robinson's  First  Arithmetic. 
.t'rsh's  No.  2  Arithmetic,  Appleton's  Geographies,  Eglcston's  U.  S. 
Histories,  Swinton's  Grammars,  Swinton's  Spellers,  Harper's  Copy 
Book,  Brand's  Physiologies,  Meservey's  Book-keeping,  Weut- 
worth's  Algebra,  Worces  ter's   Dictionaries.

i'his  is  a  matte*' still  claiming  our  attention.  We  have  endeav- 
ored to  expend  the  greater  portion  of  your  appropriation  last  years, 
wtiere,  according  to  our  best  judgment,  it  was  most  needed.  The 
fe«use  in  div.  No.  9,  has  been  shingled  and  painted ;  considerable 
rfebairs  made  on  the  house  in  div.    No.  1,  while  all   the   hcuscs  used 


aave  needed  and  received  more  or  less  incidental  repairs  upon  them. 
&.  further  appropriation  is  needed  in  order  to  preserve  by  paintiug, 
several  of  our  houses  where  the  old  paint  is  fast  wearing  and  •  wash- 
logoff;  besides  the  interior  of  most  of  our  houses  need  renewing 
vlth  paint,  paper  and  whitewash,  for  we  believe  that  beauty.;  order 
*nd  neatness  are  excellent  far-tors  in  the  formation  of  the'  character 
if  our  children  and  youth. 

Our  school-houses  too  are  generally  barren  of  school  apparatus, 
r  except  outline  maps) ,  while  under  our  "Free  Text  Book  Law," 
the  teachers'  desks  are  proving  inadequate  receptacles  for  the  books 
A  the  district  during  vacation,  and  some  means  should  be  devised 
tat  the  accommodation  and  safety  of -these. 

We  still  feel  it  our  duty  to  recommend  the  building   and    furnish- 

)-  of  a  new  house  in  division  No.  10.     It  is   the    second    school  in 

sj.^e  in  the  district,  and  its   accommodations    are    vastly   inferior    to 

i    se  of  any  other  house  in  the  district.     We    hope  the   district  will 

favorably  consider  the  article  in  the   warrent   relating  thereto.     We 

have  during  the  past  year  made  sale  of  the  school-house  in  division 

Wo.    12.  as   all    the  lands  owned    by  the  former   patrons   of  the 

school,  including  all  lands  surrounding  the  house,  have  been  sold   to 

the  proprietors  of  the  "Corbin  Deer   Park,"  (so  called,)    and  as  it 

*  as  about  to  he  enclosed  in  said  park,  it  was  deemed  good  policy  to 

aispo'se  of  the  same,  price  $>75«,0&  which  amount  is  in  our  possesion.
